WE your Majeſty's moſt dutiful SubjeAs, The 

Council General of the Company of Scot- 

land, Trading to Africa and the Indies, do in all 

humble duty beg leave to lay before your. Majeſty 
the preſent Condition of our Afﬀairs. 

Your Majeſty. from an earneſt deſire of the 
flouriſhing of your Antient Kingdom, having been 
graciouſly pleaſed by the 32d AQ of the 4th Seſ- 
ion, and by the 8th AQ of the 5th Seſlion of 
this current Parliament, and your Majeſty's Let- 
ters Patent under the Great Seal of this King- 
dom following thereupon, to authorize the ſet- 
ling of Plantations and Colonies in 4fa, Africa, 
or America by the Natives of this Kingdom ; and 
fuch others as ſhould joyn with them; as in the 
faid Acts of Parliament and Letters Patent is more 
part cularly expreſs'd | 

We and our Conſtituents, Your Majeſty's moſt 
Loyal Subjects did, upon the faith and encourage- 
- ment of the ſaid Ads, and Letters Patent, enter 
into a Society, ere a Company of Trade, and 
with great Charge, and after many Difficulties 
ſettled a Plantation on -the Northſide of the 
Ithmus of Darien, a place preciſely in the terms of 
the ſaid Ads of Parliament and Letters Patent. 

And being ſenſible, That as our Company had 
its Birth from your Majeſtys moſt Gracious Fa- 
vonr, ſo it could not ſubſiſt but by your Royal 
Protection ; We did therefore in all humble man- 
ner petition yqur Majeſty's High Commiſſioner 
and the Eſtates of Parliament aſſembled the 1 9th 
of July 1698, Upon 
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' Upon which the Eſtates of Parliament did with 
great unanimity Addreſs . Your Majeſty, That 
you would in your Royal Wiſdom be pleaſed to 
take ſuch Meaſures as might effeQually vindicate 
the 'undoubted Rights and Privileges of the ſaid 
Company, and ſupport the Credit and Intereſt 
thereof. 

That Seſſion of Parliament ending before any 
Return could be had from your Majeſty, Reports 
have been ſpread by the Enemies of our Settle- 
ment, as if our Company had not your Majeſty's 
Protection: And as an evidence thereof; That 
Proclamations have been iſſued ont in your Ma- 
jeſty's Name by your Governours in all the 
American Plantations, not only to deprive our
